I don't -- I really don't know.

JUDGE STEINBERG: Do you still have meter readings

and stuff like that?

THE WITNESS: They do now, yeah.

JUDGE STEINBERG: And do you know who -- it's not

every three hours like it used to be.

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3 recollection of him doing that, either before or after April

6 or we had a problem with a piece of equipment, I mean, there

7 was always -- they had all kinds of gadgets and stuff.

8 JUDGE STEINBERG: Okay, do you know if any station

9 personnel reported to Mr. Rice?

8 he came -- did he ever come to the station during the

9 daytime when the station was running and everybody was

16 happen let's say after April '91?

20 Mr. Rice was not physically at the station when the normal

21 component of employees was there?

10 there was any technical problem with the station Mr. Rice

JUDGE STEINBERG: Was his telephone number

20 prominently displayed anywhere in the station?

21 THE WITNESS: No, it was not. Everybody else's

23 JUDGE STEINBERG: Was it like a little list of

24 people to call?

25 THE WITNESS: Who to call in case of an emergency.
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1 I think after Ken Kuenzie, then it was Casey Van Allen.

2 JUDGE STEINBERG: Okay, but his number wasn't

3 there on that list?

THE WITNESS: Mike Rice's was not there.

JUDGE STEINBERG: I think you had already gone

6 over the programming, and Mr. Rice had no responsibility for

7 any aspect of programming?

8

THE WITNESS: No, he did not.

JUDGE STEINBERG: What if -- did he ever hear any

10 kind of music or news reports that he didn't like, and then

11 complain to you a.bout them?

12

THE WITNESS: No.

JUDGE STEINBERG: Okay, do you keep program logs?

14 Do you still have to -- no, you don't have to do that

15 anymore, right?
